TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 15.—President- 
elect Wilson, in response to:a request 
from a staff corespondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, Tuesday, expressed his views 
of home rule for the benefit of St.

partisan standpoint, but when the 8t. 
Loulg situation was explained to him— 
how the municipality had been deprived 
of the control of its police since the 
war and has no control of elections 
because the power to appoint commis- 
sioners is vested in the Governor of the 
State, he unhesitatingly gave his view 
of the subject. 
St. Louis Situation. 

The aspect of the St. Louis situation 
ihat most impressed the President-elect 
Was the hejplessness of citizens to rec- 
tity evil conditions caused by the abus+ 
of the power to control the police, the 
election machinery and the excise office 
fer machine purposes by outside political 
bosses. When he was told, in response 
to &@ question, that an overwhelming 
majority of the people of St. Louis 
wanted home rule, but that there was

The President-elect sent for a copy of 
his annual message and read the para- 
urging the Legislature to grant 
“fullest and freest rights of self- 


Jersey, as follows: 

“The Legislature of 1911 went a long 
way towards recognizing the right of 
“full self-government on the part of 
the municipalities of the State when 
it passed the excellent bill permit- 
ting the towns and cities of the 
State to adopt~the commission form 
of government at their pleasure. 
That was a great step in advance. 
It has been distinctly to the disadvan- 
tage of the cities and towns of New 
Jersey that the Legislature has un- 
dertaken to regulate their affairs and 
their powers so minutely from Tren- 
ton. Only the fullest and freest 
righta of self-government will stim- 
ulate them to serve their citizens as 
they should be served. The path of 
reform in that field is unquestionably 
the path of greater freedom. The 


ps the most serious question 
cérning the organization of meth- 
ofs of government that now con- 
fronta us as a nation. I covet for 
New Jersey the honor of showing the 
Way of liberty and self-respecting re- 
organization. We should set our mu- 
- picipalities free to organize their lives 
and exercise the functions of self- 
government with less dependence 
upon the Legislature of the State.”

Holland has been identifi,ed with art 
rovements in St. Louis since 1904, when 
he was superintendent of records at the 
art exhibit at the World’s Fair. He was 
formerly a Methodist minister, but aft- 
er three years of a pastorate in Colora- 
ao, gave up the work and devoted him- 
self to art. 

He was born at Edgarton, Mo.,.in 1870, 
His early education was received in the 
public schools of Colorado. He studied 
at Depauw University before he en- 
tered the ministry. His first serious art 
workt\.was done in the Cincinnati Art 
School, where he studied under Nowott- 
ny, Meakin and Dubeneck. 

When Ives went away for what was 
supposed to be only a vacation Holland 
was appointed to fill his place tempo- 
rarily. He was reappointed temporary 
director after Ives’ death and has 
served ever since. He is married and 
lives at 1324 Graham street.

Pascal answered the advertisement at 
the newspaper office and when informed 
that he had fallen heir to half of $13,- 
0) he said he would be glad to meet his 
brother. 

Pascal gave his local address as 108 
South Broadway and arranged to meet 
his brother, George, but he failed to 
keep the appointment and George re- 
faurned to Chattanooga, leaving word 
for Pascal to follow. 

The police Tuesday received a telegram 
from the Citizens’ Bank at Chattanoo- 
ga, stating that Pascal had  »not 
come to-~ get his share of the 
legacy and requested the police 
to purchase a railroad ticket 
for hirm... and place . him aboard a 
train. .

Anderson Declares He Will 
| ..Be-Gujided by the Statutes 


and Court Decisions in 
Administering Office. 


Thomas Lilbourne Anderson. the new 


Excise Commissioner, . told. a Post-Dis+ 
patch reporter Wednesday that he will 


enforce the dramshop laws as written in | 
the statutes and a& interpreted by ‘the 
courts, but that his’attitude will not be 
one of hostility to the ‘quor traffic. 

While not a habitual user of intox- 
icants, he is not a total abstainer — 
says he has no prejudices which would 
prevent him from administering exact 
justice when saloon. keepers are cited 
to appear before him. 

Anderson, like Gov. 
of Pike County, Mo. 
Major's office at Louisiana, 
pleted his education at Central College 
and the Washington University Law 
School. 

He was City Attorney of St. Louis for 
eight years and retired from that office 
two years ago. 

Anderson was asked by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter to what extent he will 
use the great power vested in the Excise 
Commissioner in devising arbitrary rules 
for the guidance of saloon keepers in 
the conduct of their business. 

“The statutes and the decisions of the 
Supreme and Appellate courts will af- 
ford me sufficient ground for all my 
acts in administering the office,’’ he 
sald. 

“My predecessors in office were Judge 
Lee, Judge Homer and Judge Caulfield. 
They are to be congratulated on their 
administrations. They were all big men. 
Each of them weighed more than 20 
pounds, as I do. My weight is 206."" 

The recollection of the new Commis- 
sioner did not seem to go back to 4n- 
other of his predecessors, Thomas E. 
Mulvihill, who, physically, was not a 
big man and whose weight was far 
short of the 200 mark. Mulvihill while 
in the office applied in its administra- 
tion many rules which were not 80 
strictly enforced by those who came 
after him. 

One of Mulvihill’s regualtions had. to 
do with the class of pictures and statu- 
ary displayed in saloons. A police ser- 
geant assigned to duty In the Excise 
Commissioner's office was made an art 
censor by Mulvihill. On this policeman’s 
reports hundreds of pictures were placed 
under the official ban and removed from 
saloons. 

“Tl don’t think I shall worry about 
the pictures,’’ said Anderson. “So long 
as the public exhibition of that drop 
curtain at the Shubert Theater is per 
mitted, I don’t see how there can be 
any objection to the display of similar 
works of art in the saloons.” 

Mulvihill also prohibited the use of 
all sorts of musical instruments in sa- 
loons. After his term had expired the 
Court of Appeals in several cases ruled 
that under the law only those instru- 
ments were barred which could be 
operated by human agency.” 

“(Inder the jaw,” said Anderson, ‘they 
can play mechanical pianos and other 
mechanical instruments untll they are 
black in the face, so far as I am con- 
cerned.” 

Anderson said he will fellew the ex- 
ample of predecessors in using two 
members of the Police Department as 
special investigators.

DOGS ARE MUZZLED 


Chief Young Instructs Them to 
Aid City Marshal in Pro- 
tecting Public.

While Etienne held the attention of 
the dog and stood ready to shoot if it 
moved, Kelly went through a side door 
into the liquor house, obtained a rope, 
noosed it and, creeping up behind the 
dog, lassoed it. The animal was then 
dragged to the alley and killed. 


Order to Policemen. 

The order to policemen throughout the 
city to make a vigorous campaign for 
enforcement of the dog-muzzling order, 
issued by the Board of Health, was sent 
Ly Chief Young to the captains of all 
districts Wednesday. The order assures 
the co-operation of the police in stamp- 
ing out hydrophobia. 

The policemen were ordered to see that 
every dog is muzzled or kept on a short 
chain, and to summon to Police Court 
every dug owner refusing to comply 
with the order. Policemen who neglect 
this duty will be taken before the Po- 
lice Board on charges, just as if they 
had negiected any other important duty. 

Three More Persons Bitten. 

The need of the order was emphasized 
by three new instances of dog bites re- 
ported to the police. Those bitten were: 
Joseph Du Bray, 2% years old, of 3508 
N-v-th Eleventh street; Edward G. 
Smith, 7, son of Edward Smith of 4571A 
Chouteau avenue, and Louisa Joseph, 10, 
of 620 S-uth Second street. 

Du Bray was bitten on the right hand 
by a stray dog, at Prairie avenue and 
Broadway. Louisa Joseph was bitten 
on the left leg by a stray dog. The 
Smith boy, coasting on a sied at Papin 
street and King’s highway, ran into a 
bulldog owned by George Stohiman, 912 
South King’s highway, and was bitten 
on the right cheek. 

Muzzle Order for Six Months. 

The order of the Board of Health, is- 
sued by Mayor Kreismann, depends for 
enforcement on the City Marshal's of- 
fice and, in case of special orders, by the 
police. The order reduifed that all dogs 
be muzzled for six months, the period 
ending July 9. At any time before then 
the order can be extended. 

The City Marshal's force is not suffi- 
cient to enforce the muzzling ordinance 
rigorously, and the Marshal’s men are 
chiefly occupied with enforcing the dog 
license tax law. Licensed dogs are no 
exception under the muzzling rule, and 
the possession of a dog license will be 
no defense for a dog owner taken into 
court for failure to provide a muzzle. 


The Board of Health issued its order 
under the provisions of an ordinance 
which authorizes such orders whenever 
the Board deems them needful, and 
which directs the City Marshal and his 
deputies and assistants to enforce such 
orders. The pelice will hereafter act 
as the Marshal’s ‘‘assistants.”’

“What useful purpose is served by 
placing the voting power of a trust 
company in the hands of a few trus- 
tees?” asked Untermyer. 

Mr. Perkins answered that he believed 
a voting trust was used in organizing a 
new concern, to insure its being run 
along certain lines endorsed by the 
trustees. The Bankers’ Trust Co. was 
the first financial institution organized 
under a voting trust, he said. 

“Do you approve of the continuance 
of this voting trust’’ asked Untermyer. 

‘Probably not,” said Perkins, “but I 
am not sufficiently familiar with condi- 
tions today to say.” 

Perkins said he believed that minor- 
ity stockholders of corporations shoul. 
have a proportionate representation of 
the board of directors. He and Unter- 
myer argued over the legal standing of 
this question. 

Rockefeller Can Testify. 

Although suffering from ‘‘shaking pal- 
sy,’’ and unable to speak above a whis- 
per, William Rockefeller would be able 
to undergo a “brief examination” before 
the House Money Trust Committee, if 
his testimony is of ‘‘paramount import- 
ance.” 

So Dr. C. W. Richardson told the com- 
mittee.

“St. Louis needs a lot of small fac- 
tories. We should not devote all of our 
energies to bringing factories from other 
cities. 

“When I was active in busfness ) 
found that when I wanted to bring a 
top-notch man to St. Louis I had to 
give him so much salary that he got 
ali of the profits. This condition would 
be changed if St. Louis business men 
would put factories in all the vacant 
buildings. In this way they could ex- 
periment in the actual production of 
the goods which they handle and until 
the factories were on a paying basis 
they could charge up the outlay to de- 
velopment expenses. 

Must Be Manufacturing City. 

“St. Louis has long been known as a 
sobbing center, but in the next 25' years 
it must take its place as a manufac- 
turing city or go backward.

Argument Advanced to Rural 
Members That Only St. 
Louis Is Affected—lInves- 
tigation of Department’s 
“Lobby” Fund Is Sought.

introduction to the House 
ate of the home rule bills 
under the auspices of that organization. 
Charles W. Bates, who was paid a fee 
of $1200 to draft the bills, also is here. 
The bills provide for the appoint- 


ment of Police, Excise and Election 
Commissioners by the Mayor of St. 
Louis, with power of ~emoval in the 
Mayor or City Council. They provide for 
three Police Commissioners, of whom 
one shall be the Mayor, two Election 
Commissioners and one Excise Commis- 
sioner. It is proposed to transfer ab- 
solutely the control of all these depart- 
ments from the State Government to 
the City of St. Louis. 


Amendment Is Conceded. 

Democratic leaders have made it clear 
that no home rule legislation for St. 
Louis is-possible unless the Governor 
is authorized to remove derelict or in- 
competent officials. 

Chairman Capen says this amend- 
ment will be conceded. senator Kinney 
of St. Louis will offer a second amend- 
ment transferring from the State Leg- 
islature to the Municipal Assembly the 
power to fix the salaries of the St. Louis 
police department and iimit the organi- 
zation. 


The situation is enlivened by a St. 
Louis police. lobby, headed by Sergt. 
James R. Campbell and Patrolman Lit- 
tle, who want the legislators to increase 
the salaries. of sergeants, patrolmen and 
turnkeys without regard to the disposi- 
tion of home rule legislation. The lieu- 
tenants of police also are asking an 
eight-hour shift and the appointment of 
a dozen assistants to make this change 
possible. The increase asked would add 
$275,000 a year to the St. Louis police 
payroll, which now approximates $2,000,-

000. 

“The police are working diligently 
am ng the country members. Their chief 
argument is that the State outside of St. 
Louis is unaffected by the proposed 
increase. - 

-_A fund to push the police bills has 
been collected from members of the de- 
partment. A St. Louis Senator declares 
that in North St. Louis most of the pa- 
trolmen have been assessed $10 each to 
defray the expenses of an attorney and 
the maintenance of a lobby at Jefferson 
City. 

Other members of the St. Louis dele- 
gation, among them Senator Kinney, 
raid they had heard the police expected 
to raise $10,000. 

'“T am not opposed to giving the police 
more wages, but such actions should not 
be taken hastily,” said Kinney. 

“If St. Louis is to have home rule, 
St. Louls should have the right to fix 
the compensation of members of its 
Police Department. I know there is an 
anxiety on the part of the police to get 
their bills through before home rule is 
taken up, the theory being that this 
Legislature will not provide a home rule 
system for St. Louls. 

Would Investigate Fund. 

“Before we go ahead on this matter, 
however, I should like to know how 
“ymuch the police have actually collected 
for legislative purposes, the names of 
the contributors, the amounts they con- 
tributed, how much counsel is to re- 
ceive and what sums are set apart for 
the so-called lobbyists here. If the Po- 
lice Board is not able to furnish this 
information, I think it can be obtained 
when the committee hearings on the 
bills are called here.”

Winkfield told of being questioned by 
John D. Archbold about removing .the 
letters. The witness said that Arch- 
bold told him Stump could prove he had 
taken them. Winkfield said he denied 
he took the letters. 

“This is tl.e first time I ever acknowl- 
edged my part in the matter,’ said 
Winkfield. ‘I never admitted it to Gil- 
christ Stewart or to Colliers. I have 
never told Mr, Archbold about it.’’ 

The witness said that Archbold dis- 
charged him because he believed he 
knew something about the letters being 
taken. Under cross-examination by 
Senator Pomerene, the witness said that 
the letters were in Archbold’s desk and 
that he and Stump got them by using a 
key they found. 

Winkfield testified that he and Stump 
and a‘ man named Zimmer would take 
the batches of letters out to sell them. 

“Stump and I would remain outside, 
while Zimmer went in to get the 
money,” declared Winkfield.

Heman Met Miss Smith and She

Mrs. Heman. Wednesday, said sne 
had sat up all night vainly awaiting a 
message from her son, “Lonnie.”

SUGAR TRUST IS 


IN FAVOR OF A 
GUT IN TARIFF 


Would Retain Differential on 
Refined; Sees Disaster in 
Free Sugar. 








By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Co. went on rec- 
ord at today’s hearing in favdr of a 
reduced tariff upon sugar, retention 
of the small differential duty upon 
refined sugar, “if protection is to be 
accorded to any industry,” and the 
continuance of the present color 
standard as the most practicable dis- 
tinction between raw and refined 
sugars for customs house classifica- 


‘tions, It opposed the abolition of all 


duty upon sugar, on the ground that 
it would destroy at once. one of the 
largest sources of revenue. 

Edward F. Atkins, vice-president 
and acting head of the company, con- 
tended that abolition of all duty on 
sugar would cause the termination of 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty, and 
that free sugar would open. the 
United States markets to the impor- 
tation of refined beet sugars from 
Europe upon the same terms as raw 
sugars in competition with domestic 
refined. 

“Free sugars, while present pro- 
duction is maintained,” he said, 
“would drop prices here so low as to 
destroy the Louisiana industry, the 
beet sugar industry, particularly east 
of the Mississipp! River, would de- 


press Porto Rico and Philippine su- 
gars far below their production cost 
and make Hawaiian production un- 
profitable, thus largely curtailing our 
present sources of supply. 

“Once this production is so re- 
duced,” declared Atkins, “foreign 
prices would advance until domestic 
producers could again enter the field.

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NEWSPAPER POWER AND HOW TO DIRECT IT 


New York, by George S. Johns of the Post-Dispatch. 











An address to the students 
of the School of Journalism, 
Columbia University, New 
York City, founded by the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, was delivered 
last Monday by George S. 
Johns of the Post-Dispatch, 
Excerpts from the address 


follow: 


HE new journalism developed in 
| America revolutionized the news- 


paper. It swept away traditions, 
it broke all conventions; it radically 
changed journalistic methods, principles 
and purposes, 

In the work of remaking the Ameri- 
can newspaper two men of genius—two 
great journalistic secessionists—stand 
conspicuous as leaders. 

The elder Bennett marked out new 
paths in the gathering and presenting of 
news. He extended the bounds of the 
field of news to include everything that 
interests mankind, He exhausted the fa- 
cilities and resources of his time to carry 
out his idea. The mission of the news- 
paper, according to Mr. Bennett’s ex- 
pressed view, is to interest and amuse 
the public. 

Following him came Joseph Pulitzer, 
wno brought to the new journalism a 
finer conception of the newspaper's mis- 
sion. Accepting the broadest sweep of 
news gathering and the best mode of 
news presentation, he rejected the idea 
that a newspaper is a mere vender of 
news and advertising space. In his re- 
tirement message to the Post-Dispatch 
staff Mr. Pulitzer wrote: 

“Always remain devoted to the public 
welfare, never be satisfied with merely 
printing the news.” 

He conceived the newspaper as a moral 
force. He regarded it as a conscious 
agent of human progress whose power 
should be intelligently directed to the 
work of civilization. He believed that 
the vast resources and forces of the 
modern journal should be intentionally 
used to form public opinion and to di- 
‘rect it in the path of progress. He be- 
l\lieved that newspaper power should be 
‘consecrated to the service of mankind. 


Newspaper Power Supreme. 
EWSPAPER. power is mind power 
N —the original power which creates 
and governs the universe. It is 
the supreme power in human society. 
It simplifies matters to keep in mind 
that as newspaper men we deal wholly 
with thought; we influence thought, in- 
form, change, crystallize and energize 
it into action. 
The newspaper seeks to direct con- 
trolling public opinion. Its first func- 


tion, therefore, in the exercise of its 
power as a factor in progress, is to 


‘ 








inform ignorant public opinion. There 
is nothing more changeable, more mal- 
leable than public opinion. It is in a 
state of flux, being continually modi- 
fied by changing conditions and fresh 
information. 

I can illustrate this from my own ex- 
rerience. For years the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, as an independent, fearless 
newspaper, exposed and fought boss 
rule and corruption in municipal and 
‘State government. It repeatedly told 
the St. Louis people how they were 
plundered. But the people were apa-

ficial dishonesty, that “Boodling is a 
conventional offense.’’ : 

As resident editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch, I obtained information of a deal 
in which a street railway franchise had 
been bought from the municipal legis- 
lature for $250,000 and had been sold to 
a syndicate for $1,250,000—quite a profit, 
even for the highly profitable boodle 
tusiness. All the facts were obtained 
and published—the amount paid for the 
franchise, the names of the men who 
handled the money, the names of the 





}trren who received it, and the amount 
each one received. 

The case as printed was complete, but 
cn account of ring rule none of the 
evidence was permitted to get to the 
grand jury, and a judge on the bench, 
taking cognizance of the charges, made 
a few conventional remarks about the 
recessity of punishing officials guilty 
of dereliction, 
of his grand jury instructions to a de- 
nunciation of sensational scandal-mon- 
fering newspapers which blacken the 
reputations of honorable public officers. 
He urged the grand jury, if it did not 
find sufficient evidence to indict the 
accused men, to indict the editor of the 
raper for criminal libel. As the editor 
was loaded with boodle dynamite the 
boodle bosses, who protected the ce- 
linquent Officials, saw to * that he was 
not indicted. 


Its Corrective Force Shown. 
EVERAL years after, when these 
and other facts concerning cor- 
ruption were used to prosecute 
bribers and boodlers, the city revolted 
and the bosses, their financial backers 
and tools, humbled and broken, were 
brought to bar. Many were sent to tne 
penitentiary. The people of the State 
were aroused and cleaned up the State 
House. Boodling was no longer a con- 
ventional offense; it was a heinous 
crime. Public opinion had been en- 
lightened. 

The fundamental] basis of newspaper 
power is publicity. Joseph Pulitzer 
founded his whole scheme of journalis- 
tic usefulness on the theory that “Pub- 
licity is the greatest moral force in the 
world.” This was his favorite phrase, 

Here in New York there has been a 
striking demonstration of the power of 
the press to rectify evil conditions. In 
the recent police scandal, of what avail 
would have been the efforts of an honest 
and efficient prosecuting officer if he 
had not been supported by a battery of 
newspapers concentrating their fire on 
the enemies of law and order? These 
newspapers made an effective prosecu- 
tion possible by informing the people of 
the facts of the conspiracy between po- 





| lice and criminals, warning them of the

demand that every guilty man be pun- 
ished. No official dared defy that crys- 
tallized opinion. It compelled official 
co-operation for law enforcement. 

St. Louis, ’Frisco, Pittsburgh, where 
within a few years corrupt rings have 
been stopped and corruptionists have 
been sent to jail, would still be in bond- 
age to boodle and bossism if the power 
of publicity wielded by aggressive, fear- 
less newspapers had not been linked 
with the power of the law wielded by 
fearless and aggressive prosecutors. I 
assure you that is so of St. Louis. 

Unusual work in this direction may be 
done by a newspaper of the kind that 
does things. At one point in his legal 
prosecution of St. Louis boodle gangs 
Mr. Folk, then Circuit Attorney, after- 
wards Governor of Missouri, found 
himself practically helpless. He had 
indicted four capitalists, accused of 
bribery and two chiefs of the boodle 
combine. 

There were the go-betweens in each 
branch of the Municipal Assembly, who 
had handled the bribe money and who 
could alone supply the proof of the 
guilt of the idividual bribe-givers and 
biribe-takers. The two go-betwee1s— 
Murrel and Kratz—had fled to Mexico. 


In the Service of Justice. 

R. FOLK appealed to the Post- 
VI Dispatch for help. He said he 

could not bring back the fugi- 
tive go-betweens. He could offer them 
no inducements in the way of expense 
money or immunity. We conceived the 
idea of sending an able reporter to 
find these men and persuade them that 
ii was better to obtain freedom and 
safety at home by serving the State 
than to spend their Hves as exiled 
fugitives from justice. The reporter 
searched through Mexico and found 
both men. 

Kratz was defiant, but the special 
newspaper ambassador persuaded Mur- 
rell, who was sick, penniless and dis- 
couraged, to return to St. Louis and 
tell all he knew. On hfs information 
19 corruptionists were indicted and 
prosecuted. 

In the case of Kratz we conceived 
the plan of employing the best law- 
yer in Mexico to discover a method 
of obtaining his extradition which had 
been refused. He found it to be a sim- 
ple matter of amending the treaty be- 
tween Mexico and the United States 
so the President of the United States 
could promise reciprocity in similar of- 
ferses committed by Mexicans. En- 
listing the aid of former President 
Roosevelt and former Senator Cockrell 
of Missouri, the treaty was amended 
and the Mexican Government promptly 
banded over Kratz to stand trial. 

I remember well Mr. Pulitzer’s reply 
to a letter asking him whether we 
shculd undertake the plan to extradite 
Kratz, as it would be costly. He said: 
“By all means try it. Never mind the 
money. It will be well spent. If you 
do not succeed in your effort to per- 
form s0 valuable a public service your 
failure will be honorable.”’ 


International Scope Foreseen. 
UBLICITY of this kind is the dy- 
~ namic force that moves society 
to action; it is an engine of prog- 
ress. 

It is through such public service that 
the newspaper rises to its highest mis- 
sion, 

The newspapers may perform valuable 
service to humanity by exnosing the op- 
pression and cruelties of greed and des- 
potism among inarticulate masses 
among peoples who have no public voice 
of their own. 

The jungles of society have been 
cleared, the rapacity of greed checked, 
and the sword of oppression stayed by 
the power of publicity directed to the 
creation and crystallizing of the public 
opinion of the civilized world. No throne 
is too high and no pit too deep for the 
arm of public condemnation. 

We have yet far to go to realize the 
full possibilities of newspaper useful- 
ness in the field of international politics. 
I hope the day is not distant when we 
shall have cosmopolitan as well as met- 
ropolitan newspapers; when the jour- 
nalists of one nation will never think it 
the part of patriotism to belittle, nag 
and abuse the people of other nations, 
and to foment international suspicfon 
and discord, but will promote better ac- 
quaintance, good feeling and mutual 
understanding between their own people 
and all other peoples. 

I am inclined to think that exchanges 
of editors between nations would be 
more influential in allaying friction and 
creating harmony than exchanges of 
university professors. Editors have 
louder if not better voices than pro- 
fessors; they reach more people. If the 
great papers of Berlin, Paris and Lon- 
don and New York exchanged editors 
now and then, what potent forces work- 
ing for international good understanding 
might be set tn motion. 


Ideal Newspaper Conditions. 


OW let us consider what are the 
N conditions of efficient newspaper 
work. 

The newspaper must be impartial; it 
should be so far as possible impersonal; 
it must be fearless; it must be accurate; 
it must be free. 

Freedom is the atmosphere of progress. 
I hope that none of you young men and 
women will consent to wear the livery 
of a public servant to serve a private 
master who is using his newspaper to 
gain personal ends under cover of de- 
votion to public ends. There is no bond- 
ago so galling as the slavery of the 
conscience and intellect to dishonest pur- 
poses. It is a deadly blight on the jour- 
nalist and the newspaper. 

The newspaper must be honest and 
unselfish; it must be sincere. Public 
confidence in the public purposes of a 
newspaper are necessary to successful 
journalism and efficient public service. 
Humor is a fine quality, but cynicism, 
nm matter how able, brilliant and 
piquant, is deadly. Cynicism wins noth- 





jing but distrust, Earnestness and en-

thusiasm are essential to the best news- 
paper work. 

It must be judicious. A newspaper 
without good judgment is like a high- 
power motor with a fool for a chauf- 
feur. It runs wild. 

An editor who would write one pertli- 
nent, pithy, significant sentence every 
day on the subject uppermost in the 
news or the public mind on that day 
would be a howling success. Mr. Pul- 
itzer used to say to his editors: ‘‘Write 
one pointed editorial a day, no matter 
how short, and I'll be satisfied.” 

Now in all of this public work, an 
editor should carefully avoid making his 
paper a common scold or a public nui- 
sance. He should never nag—there is 
nothing worse than a nagging newspaper 
ceaselessly scolding and frittering away 
its power on a multitude of undertak- 
ings. Power should be conserved for 
effective blows on vital matters; in 
short, do not shoot 13-inch guns at spar- 
rows. 


Abnegation of Self. 
URELY you realize that the news- 
S paper, the power of which I have 
tried to suggest, is not a toy, a 
plaything to be used lightly for journal- 
istic joy rides regardless of conse- 
quences. It is to be used with a deep 
sense of responsibility; not arrogantly 
for self-glorification, for mere personal 
triumph, for the demonstrations of per- 
sonal wit, culture and power of invece 
tive, but as one seeking righteousness 
above all things, working in the spirit 
of that whole duty of man enjoined by 
the Prophet Isaiah: ‘‘To do justice, tv 
love mercy and to walk humbly.”’ 

Here is your task as the journalists 
of the future. This school of journal- 
ism will fail of its purpose if it does 
not help to create standards of jour- 
nalistic ethics which will make news- 
paper sensationalism ani misrepresen- 
tation a passing phase of progress. 
There is more menace to the public in 
the smug journalistic hypocrite whoa 
under the cloak of respectability, sup- 
presses and distorts news, than in the 
wildest riot of sensationalism. There is 
more danger in the schemes of rich and 
influential malefactors, posing as pil- 
lars of society, to gag the press and 
misuse its power, than in a flood of 
vulgar red ink. 


I have said nothing if I have not 


! 
clearly suggested the end to which a 


newspaper should be directed. When 
you have utilized all the legitimate re- 
sources of journalism to make your 
paper interesting and to hold public 
attention, devote all the power you have 
gained to making the world better for all 
sorts and conditions of men. There is 
only one end worthy of man’s devotion, 
of higher enthusiasm—that is the serv- 
ing of mankind, the perfecting of 
human society by establishing justice 
and promoting good will, which is the 
essence of human brotherhood. 


Maxims and “Don’ts.”’ 


RTUNATELY journalistic public 
Fr service is profitable. To no other 

occupation may so aptly be applied 
the law which President-elect Wilson re- 
cently formulated for all business, “Only 
those who serve shall profit.”” This is 
the inexorable law of journalism. 


I wil close with a few journalistic 
maxims gathered from conversations 
with the late Joseph Pulitzer, which 
briefly but comprehensively convey his 
idea of what an editor should be and 
how he should conduct his newspaper. 

During a visit of about 10 days at 
Mr. Pulitzer’s Jekyl Island home I had 
many talks with him on the subject of 
newspaper making. The day I left, he 
said with a touch of ironic humor char- 
acteristic of him, “‘Now, I am sure you 
will not remember one thing that we 
have been talking about.”’ To convince 
him that I did remember quite vividly 
everything we had talked about and all 
he had said, I spent all the daylight 
time going home on the train summariz- 
ing the salient points of our conversa- 
tion. The language is not precisély his, 


he said or approved, was demonstrated 
when I sent him a copy of the summary. 
He wired, after reading the maxims: 
‘You amaze me. You really did remem- 
ber and comprehend what I said to 
you.” 

Here are five journalistic “‘don’ts:’’ 


Don’t echo ‘“flap-doodle’’—expose it. 
Don. bow to shams and humbugs— 
puncture them. Don’t cater to prejudice 
or provincialism—throw light on them. 
Don’t be hysterical. Don’t slop over. 
Now 17 maxims on how to become a 
great editor, which I hope every one 
of you will be, and how to conduct a 
great newspaper: 

Be thorough; comprehend from every 
standpoint every subject you handle.

Serve the public—all interests 
should be sacrificed to the public in- 
terests. Be independent. Be courag- 
eous. Be vigorous. Be judicial, not 
partisan; combine caution with tact, 
with independence, courage and vigor; 


blows effective. Watch the aéministra- 
tion—municipal, State “and national. 
Commend the good; denounce the bad 
without fear or favor. Always be in 
opposition to public wroags and abuses. 
Always make the paper ir teresting.

The bill providing for submission at 
the April election cf 2 charter amend- 
ment for a Board of Freeholders to draft 
a new charter for St. Louis was saved 
in the House of Delegates Tuesday night 
after it had practically met defeat, and 
will come up for passage at next Tues- 
day's meeting of the House.

Hale’s 
resolution was denounced on the floor 
by Delegate Lawton as “trash and rot;” 
by Delegate McCarthy as ‘‘a mean slap 
at the committee which reported the bill 
favorably,”’ and by Delegate Igoe as ‘‘the 
most detestable document ever spread 
on the records of the House.” 

Crunden is one of the active cham- 
pions of a new charter and submitted to 


_ the’ House a petition from the Joint 


Charter Conference urging the passage 
of the bill. Attacking him, Hale’s reso- 
lution referred to his-service as a mem- 
ber of the City Council, saying: 

“He was ‘absent from sessions of the 
Council 68 of 97 sessions of the fiscal 
year ending April 1, 1911, and his record 
in the Council also shows that he was 
absent on most of the vital or large 
propositions which now affect the city’s 
progress, and in others his judgment has 
been disapproved by the people.” 

The resolution then recited that Crun- 
den voted for the location of the free 
bridge at Chouteau avenue without first 
acquiring approaches, that he was ab- 


. pent when a franchise was granted to 


the Southern Traction Co, and that he 
was absent when the Raber approach 
The next attack was be- 
cause he opposed increasing the sal- 
aries of members of the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

The resolution concluded with a state- 
ment that Crunden’s leadership in the 
Charter should not be followed. 

Hale explaine? to a reporter that 
Crunden had once attacked in a speech 
at the City Club arguments Hale had 
advanced in favor of increasing salaries 
of members of the Municipal Assemhly. 
Hale's resolution evoked a storm of 
protest from members favorable to te 
charter, and he was denounced for in- 
troducing it. He insisted on its adop- 
tion, and Delegate Gregory sought to 
defend Crunden. 

“Mr. Hale spoke of Mr. Crunden,”

40,000 GIRL WORKERS 





Idle Garment Workers Now 
Number 200,000—Some of 
Them Girls Under 14. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—Fifty thousand 
fiaming red posters, distributed in 600 
girls’ dress and shirt-waist factories to- 
day, added 40,000 workers to the ranks 
ef the striking garment makers, now 
nuinbering nearly 200,000. The posters 
were official calls for a strike among 
the dress and waist’ makers, who previ- 
ously had sanctioned such action by an 
overwhelming vote. All these employes 
are girls, some of them under 14 years 
old, and their organizations have ap- 
pointed committees to guard the idle 
workers against agents of the white 
slave trade. 

The first ‘demand of the dress and 
waist makers is ‘‘no locked doors.”

ELECTION BOARD 
TO PASS. ON THE 
NITIATIVE PETITION 


Commissioners to Decide if 
200,000 Signatures Comply 


With the Law. 





20,000 PERSONS SIGN 


10 Propositions Are Up for De» 
cision—15 Days Allowed 
to Decide Validity. 


Ten initiative petitions, said to have 
nearly 20,000 signatures each, were held 
by the Election Board Wednesday, hav- 
ing been filed shortly before midnight 
by representatives of the People’s 
League and the Central Trades and 
labor Union. Among the measures 
which it is proposed, by the initiative, 
to place before the people are the recall 
of elective officials, the repeal of the 
Southern Traction franohise entire, the 
repeal of legislation for the Reber- 
Retailers’.east approach of the free 
bridge, the adoption of the northeast, or 
Gerhart approach, the construction of a 
municipal loop downtown and the re- 
peal of several switch ordinances af- 
fecting the free bridge situation. 

Another proposal is to employ only St. 
Louis labor on public work, and another 
is to decrease the initiative petition re- 
quirement from 15 to 5 per cent of the 
voters. 

Under the initiative law, which re- 
quires signatures of 15 per cent of the 
city’s “qualified electors,’’ 18,000 names 
on each petition would suffice. The 
surplus over this number may suffice, 
the promoters of the movement say, to 
make up for any names which ar» 
struck off as not being those of “‘quali- 
fied electors.’’ If the board strikes off 
sO many names as to leave the lists in- 
sufficient, the petitioners will have 15 
days to get the number of signatures 
they lack. 

Just what a “qualified elector’ is, is 
the problem which the Election Board 
‘will take up at once. One view is that 
cnly a registered voter is-a qualified 
elector, and another view is that any- 
one entitled to vote at the April election 
is a qualified elector, even if he is not 
now On the registration books. 

The Election Board is required by law 
to certify to the Mugicipal Assembly 
within 15 days whether the petitions are 
signed by the proper number of electors. 

If the board decides that previous 

tegistration is necessary, it can verify 
the lists on the petitions by comparison 
with the registration books. If it de- 
cides otherwise, it will be necessary, 
the members say, to make inquiry into 
the place of residence and the voting 
qualifications of every signer. This will 
be a task which it would be difficult 
to finish in 15 days. 
R. Perry Spencer, secretary of the 
Election Board, and a staff of clerks 
waited at the office of the board in the 
city hall until almost midnight to re- 
ceive the petitions.

MAKE ONE MORE 
TRIAL FOR PEACE 


Hope to Escape Financial Bur- 
den of Keeping Their Armies 
on a War Footing. 


NO WAR UNTIL SATURDAY 


Threaten New Demands on 
Frontier and for $200,000,000 
if Fight Is Resumed. 
sacsitinioeniiien 
LONDON, Jan. 15.—Turkey’s unyield- 


ing attitude makes it practically cer- 
tain that war will be resumed Saturday 


night. The armistice provides for four 
éays’ notice of its termination. Thus it 
scems certain that the combatants will 
have to endure all ‘the horrors of a win- 
ter campaign. 

The allies do not believe in the efficacy 
of the note which the Powers will pre- 
sent at Constantinople, because it is 
couched in too mild forms and simply 
advises Turkey to submit to the fate 
of war and abandon Adrianople for fear 


empire at a time when Turkey could not 
find support in Europe. 

The Turkish Government knows that 
this means nothing, because it is aware 
that the powers will be unable to agree 
on any coercive movement. 

Cost of Army Is Heavy. 

The Balkan kingdoms, moreover, are 
anxious to obtain relief from the heavy 
burdens of keeping their armies on a 
war footing indefinitely. Their Govern- 
ments have agreed today toscall another 
sitting of the conference’ through 
Sir Edward Grey or Rechad Pasha, who 
according to the rotation followed, would 
be the next presiding officer. 

The representatives of Bulgaria, 
Greece, Montenegro and Servia declare 
that since the conclusion of the armis- 
tice in December, the maintenance of 
the four allied armies on a war footing 
has represented an outlay of $200,000,000. 
This must come to an end, they say. 
Within a week Turkey must either cede 
Adrianople in a peaceful manner or lose 
it by a resumption of war, which “‘in 
the end would be less costly than this 
expensive peace.” 

After their seeond rescrt to arms, the 
Balkan delegates assert their peace 
terms will be different from those which 
Turkey is now rejecting. They declare 
that Bulgaria will not be satisfied with 
a frontier line from Rodesto to Midla, 
tut will draw it just beforesthe gates of 
Constantinople, and they suggest a 
war indemnity of $200,000,000 or more to 
reimburse them for extra outlay caused 
by the delay.

It is known here that the Balkan 
troops aré well sheltered, while the 
Yurkish at Chatalja and on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula are living in tents and are 
dying like flies from cold—not an in- 
vented epidemic like the choiera of. a 
month ago, but real pneumonia. 


Powers Seek Peace Arrangement. 
Today's meetings of the Ambassadors 
of the Powers was deyoted chiefly to a 
Ciscussion of the means of putting a 
brake on the threatened resumption of 
the war in the Balkans, Breathing time 
was given for efforts in this direction by 
the decision of the Balkan plenipoten- 
tiaries today to delay further action un- 
til the Turkish Government has had full 
cpportunity for the discussion of the 
Ambassadors’ note, which will be pre- 
sented this week. 

Both sides would welcome the discov- 
ery of an acceptable way to avoid furth- 
er fighting. The Turkish delegates argue 
that but for the alleged fact that the 
European Powers have shown bias in 
favor of the claims put forward by the 
allies they would have been able to 
compromise with their adversaries long 
&gO.

In spite of that, Mazarak strolled into 
the kitchen of the house, about 4 p. m. 
Tuesday, with a noise which caused the 
Schurigs to think a cow had decided to 
pay them a visit. 

Mrs. Schurig and her son’s nurse ran 
into the kitchen and tried to explain to 
Mazarak that there was scarlet fever in 
the house, but he pushed them aside and, 
in broken English, ordered them to get 
‘out of “his house,”’ they said. Schurig, 
also kept indoors by the quarantine, 





yy grabbed Mazarak in the next room, 
‘lthrew him on the floor and held him 


while Mrs. Schurig called Patrolman Me- 
Nutt by telephone. 

Schurig said Mazarak offered $300 to 
him if he would release him before the 
policeman. arrived. McNutt said Ma- 
garak tried to buy his freedom for $50 
when on the way to the police station. 
At police headquarters Mazarak told 
Sergt. Hubert he would pay $10 to be 
turned loose. A search of the prisoner’s 
pockets, however, revealed only 25 cents. 

The search was made by Mazarak. 
Sergt. Hubert, fearing infection, refused 
to touch the prisoner and told him to go 
through his own pockets, which Ma- 
yarak did, depositing his belongings in 
a big envelope Hubert held out.

WILSON’S LAST MESSAGE 
URGES CURB ON TRUSTS 


President-Elect as New Jersey 
Governor Commends Other 
Reforms to Legislature. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 15.—President- 
elect Woodrow Wilson, as Governor of 
New Jersey, has sent his second annual 
Inessage to the Legislature, which con- 
vened yesterday. It was his last formal 
appeal to the Legislature for the com- 
pletion of the program of progressive 
legislation for which he declared him- 
self when he took office.

WILSON URGES HOME RULE. 

Yesterday the Post-Dispatch asked Woodrow 
Wilson for a message to the people of Missouri 
and their Legislature on home rule for cities. He 
courteously refers us to his latest message to the 
New Jersey Legislature, which is equally appli- 
cable to our conditions. 

Missouri’s General Assembly may read with 
profit and take unto itself these passages: 

We should set our municipalities free 
to organize their lives and exercise the 
functions of self-government with less de- 
pendence upon the Legislature of the 
State. 

It has been distinctly to the disadvan- 
tage of the cities and towns of New Jer- 
sey that the Legislature has undertaken 
to regulate their affairs and their powers 
so minutely from Trenton. Only the 
fullest and freest rights of self-govern- 
ment will stimulate them to serve their 
citizens as they should be served. The 
path of reform in that field is unques- 
tionably the path of greater freedom. 

The question of municipal government 
is perhaps the most serious question con- 
cerning the organization methods of gov- 
ernment that now confronts us as a 
nation. 

St. Louis, like every other great center of pop- 
ulation, is a community whose size and conges- 
tion require unusual or special governing forms. 
It. extraordinary needs are not met by the plan 
and method adequate for country districts. Yet 
from Jefferson City the country districts rule 
St. Louis. Our local government is dictated to 
us by strangers who have no conception of our 
requirements. Our municipal rulers are men 
many of whom do not visit the city four times 
a year. 

A city ought to be free to deal with its own prob- 
lems with which its citizens alone are familiar, 
and in which its citizens alone are interested. 
As far as its own concerns and special needs re- 
quire, St. Louis should be self-governing and not 
subject to the command of outsiders who neither 
comprehend its needs nor bear its burdens. 

It is as illogical for the country districts to 
govern St. Louis as it would be for St. Louis to 
govern the country districts. And it is as un- 
just.

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TEN-THOUSAND-DOLLAR HUSBANDS. 

Gotham’s enterprising Mothers’ Club has ob- 
tained the notions of a number of girls fresh from 
college on the subject of mating. The consensus 
of notion is that the girls will not mate with 
anybody who is earning less than $10,000 a year. 

We fear this will restrict their choice severely, 
especially as to the young men. The young 
preachers are declared out o: it at once—and some 
of the old. There are not many young lawyers 
making $10,000. Young doctors rarely earn that 
figure, and $10,000 university professors are 
scarcer than hens’ teeth. Out of 48 Governors of 
States only five draw $10,000 saiaries. One draws 
$12,000, and the rest range all the way down to 
$2500, which is the wage of the executives of the 
great Commonwealths of Vermont and Nebraska. 
Indeed not all working journalists receive much 
above $10,000. 

Few Judges, even of the State Supreme Courts, 
receive $10,000. Legislators have never known 
such affluence except when nobody was looking. 
The actor who gets’ $10,000 in real money in 12 
months is a rara avis, while some of the very 
handsomest clerks worry along on $60 a month. 
The bottom rungs of the ladder are crowded with 
rising young men who would make good husbands 
if they had a chance, but who will not make 
$10,000 a year before they are bald and bilious. 
May we ask the young ladies, Where is there a 
$10,000 poet? 

Perhaps the young ladies have concluded to 
marry only plumbers.

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WALL STREET’S RAGE. 

Did Wall street think Woodrow Wilson was a 
political crook? Did it think he was a political 
liar? Did it think he was a political confidence 
man engaged in buncoing the American people? 
Did it believe that he was seeking the presidency 
under false pretenses and would sell out as soon 
an he was elected? 

The protests that have followed Gov. Wilson’s 
speech at Chicago admit of no other construction.

He said nothing that he had not said 
after he was nominated for President. Every 
word was in harmony with the principles and 
policies to which he has adhered throughout his 
public career. Every word was in harmony with 
the program to which he !s definitely and irre- 
vocably committed by his solemn pledges and 
promises. 

Yet the great financial interests of the coun- 
try have chosen to make an issue of this speech.

The Journal of Commerce tells us that “bank- 
ers who were interviewed by a representative of 
the Journal of Commerce stated that they were 
disappointed and disgusted with the speech” and 
that “some of them indulged in exceptionally 
strong language when asked for an expression of 
opinion.”” A member of the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. is quoted as saying: “I become more and 
more disappointed with Wilson every time he 
speaks.” An official of one of the largest and 
most influential banks describes the speech as 
“rot.” Another banker thinks “Wilson is mak- 
and Henry Clews hopes his 
next speech “will be more encouraging and ac- 
ceptable to business interests.” And thus the 
story runs.

no menace of a reign of terror, no threat against 
legitimate industry or .egitimate finance. The 
speech in the main was an appeal to the busi- 
ness men of the country to join forces with the 
administration in eradicating abuses concerning 
which the public mind is fully made up. It was 
a plea for honest counsel and honest co-opera- 
tion. It revealed a chief executive trying to 
judge with the mind of a just and upright judge. 
This is the speech and this is the appeal that 


There can be only one interpretation of this 
criticism. Either Wall street thought Woodrow 
Wilson was a coward who could be scared or a 
demagogue who could be dealt with, or a snob 
who could be flattered, or a corruptionist who 
would traffic for the favor of Big Business, or 
a traitor to the principles of government which 
he advocated throughout the campaign. 

The Woodrow Wilson who spoke at Chicago is 
the same Woodrow Wilson who was nominated 
at Baltimore. He is advocating the same poli- 
cies in. the same language and in the same way. 
Wall street’s rage is not the rage of honest busi- 
ness threatened with oppression or with confisca- 
tion. It is the rage of beffled Privilege which 
finds itself face to face with an honest and fear- 
less and intelligent leader of the American peo- 


ple.

Cause of Automobile Accidents. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have recently read criticism and advice of- 
fered to remedy automobile accidents and being 
an automobile driver, I suggest for you to sit in 
@ machine beside a chauffeur and ride in the 
crowded districts and elsewhere and notice the 
chances the pedestrians take and how accurate 
the response of your chauffeur is to avoid acci- 
dents. 

Notice pedestrians dodge from behind cars, 
wagons, etc., without raising their eyelids to find 
out if they are going to run into a machine, truck 
or anything else This does not refer to crossings 
where the driver is on the alert, as he might come 
in contact with a pedestrian, but in the middle of 
the block where pedestrians are not supposed to 
be running loose. Drive in front of any of the 
stores downtown and see the number of people 
crossing the street between crossings, boys swing- 
ing on behind wagons, and roller skaters on as- 
phalt streets, using streets regardless of driving 
obligations. Notice boy cyclists coming toward 
you on the wrong side and getting nervous and 
taking chances of running into you. 

Also ask your chauffeur to drive you eight 
miles an hour as requested by your Chief and see 
if you would not ratger hoof it. Ask him how 
long his machine would stand this speed without 
carbonizing and be ready for the machine shop. 
I dare say no machine will stand eight miles 
speed continuously without showing a strain. 
Most any of them will do it for a short while, but 
sou will find there is a limit to machines as well 
as occupants to endure a lower speed than 12 to 
15 miles. Also note the inexperienced drivers 
compared to the inexperienced pedestrians (who 
try to blame someone for their wrong doings). 

Investigate the accidents and ascertain if they 
are not occurring in the middle of the block or 
between crossings instead of on crossings. Let 
us have proper’rules to govern pedestrians as wel] 
as auto drivers and I think you will be In position 
to eliminate 90 per cent of the accidents.

Baggy 
draperies simulating Turkish trousers, 
coiffures ‘‘a l’Odalisque,”’ metallic trim- 
mings, imitation jewels, glittering hat 
ornaments—and most of all this new 
Indian Princess chapeau, which is the 
cry of the moment—demonstrate the 
pronounced fancy for harem modes- 
the littering, clinging, richly subdued 
yet colorful garb of the languorous and 
sensuous East, transplanted to the 
Place Vendome, the Rue de la Paix and, 
incidentally, to New York. 

The Indian Princess turban is a tre- 
mendously~ chic 
though its tremendousness’ is all in 
Style, for its size is nothing to speak 
of. Some of these hats are in fact sv 
minute that if the wearer has dark hair 
and the turban is dark also, at a little 
distance she appears to be wearing no 


the little touch of sentiment that haq! @t at all save that the pert, upstand- 


ing ornament at the front betrays the 
presence of a headdress of some kind. 
This audacious front ornament is the 
feature of the turban; the whole hat 
seems to be arranged with a view to a 
culmination in the chic, upstanding 
feather, quill, aigrette or whatever the 


ornament may be. Otherwise, the 
turban is a close-fitting affair, rath- 
er elongated in line from front to back 


and it may or may not have a brim. 
The straw hat is never very successfu! 
without a brim of some kind, as the 
edge -of the straw is usually rather 
harsh, but these turbans are made 
a dozen and one materials besides 
Straw—in fact, straw does not figure as 
largely in the early spring millinery as 
it has in previous seasons.

The Oriental effect is 
enhanced by the pleated drapery of silk 
at the base of the tall feather spike, 
which is white with red bandings.

Though suggestive of the Indian Prin- 
cess idea, the turban with an ostrich 
feather at the front is less strikingly 
Oriental and more conveational in = de- 
sign. This hat~is of smoke gray chip 
with a white brim facing of lace straw. 
The wired white plume rises from a 
very smartly pleated bow of white picot- 
edged ribbon. This hat iiatches a new 
tailored suit of smoke gray serge with 
one of the ultra smart short coats open- 
ing over a net blouse. Revers and a 
deep collar of machine «mbroidery turn 
back over the revers of the coat. 
Pele now Paris has a special mil- 

linery hobby—tne new question 
mark hat. One of these hats is shown 
among today’s illustrations. The ques- 
tion mark is not represented by the hat 
itself, but by the trimming thereof, 
which may be a long, curling quill, a 
metal ornament or a wired ribbon, as 
in the case of the hat .llustrated here. 
This turban, a new clongated shape 
which rests low on the hair, has a 
draped crown of tobacco brown straw 
and a brim of fine white chip.

Often it serves to equalize the 
fame between two men of unequal ability 
and thus makes competition more interesting 
for them.

All he 
gets is a steady avoidance of just such 
shots. 

In exhibition matches the spectator is en- 
titled to a run for his money and great 
players should voluntarily go out after all 
shots. But even the spectator can hardly 
ask a champion to surrender his defensive 
rights and go after anything that rolls into 
view, no matter how remote the chance of 
counting. 

WHAT IT MEANS TO “JAWN.” 


AKE the case of Horgan, holder of the 

Lambert trophy. If he played an 

open game he would not be champion, in 

all probability. This would mean to him 
the folldwing: 

Loss Of the Jordan Lambert dia- 
mond trophy, worth $1400. 

Loss of $500 side bet and winner's 
share of gate receipte—$1000. 

Loss eof position in Graney’s bil- 
liard academy; worth $250 per week, 
or, annually, $13,000. 

In addition, there would be the loss 
of glory and the chance to make 
money that always goes with title- 
holding.
